Parishioners pledge 43 per cent of 
total goal, 15 parishes ‘over the top’

THE WET WEATHER for Commitment Sun- 
day last weekend did not dampen the Steward- 
ship ’73 spirit as parishioners pledged $875,949 
for parish and diocesan needs. 


This represents 43.7 per cent of the $2 mil- 
lion goal, said Msgr. William Spain, diocesan 
stewardship moderator, in a progress report 
based on figures from 115 parishes. 


While last Sunday was sign-up day for time, 
talent and treasure in most parishes, others 
will hold their commitment day this weekend. 


“MANY MORE parishes are expected to 
exceed their targets this coming week,” said 
Msgr. Spain. 

First reports showed that 15 parishes 
already have gone “over-the-top.” Highest per- 


centage of goal pledged was at St. Augustine 
parish, Eagle Mountain, with $1,600 or 640 per 
cent of its $250 target. 

St. Elizabeth in Desert Hot Springs scored 
264.4 per cent of its-$2,000 target with $5,288 
pledged.

Those simple words of wisdom 


A letter this week contains such sim- 
ple and beautiful wisdom on the ques- 
tion of once-a-day Communion, that it 
takes over this column. The letter 
came in reply to one published under 
the heading “Regrets one-a-day Holy 
Communion” (SC Jan. 11). My corres- 
pondent wishes to remain anonymous, 
except for the initials N.S.V. of Corona. 
The thoughts, I think you will agree, 
are very beautiful. N.S.V. writes: 


My theological background is practically nil, so 
if what is said here is unsound, I hope you will have 
the sense not to print it. But if you think it would 
be of help to others, please feel free to do so, with 
the request that you would only print my initials, 
as I really do not feel I should take any credit for 
what has been said. 


It may be true that one might think he is giving 
a bad example to others around him if he doesn’t 
go to Communion as stated in the letter. But then 
perhaps you should ask yourself, are you going to 
Communion for the sake of others to see you, or are 
you really communing with our Lord? 


Obedience and humility 


Our Lord has taught us the value of the virtues 
of obedience and humility. The lives of the saints 
show us how much he loves those who attempt to 
practice these two particular virtues. One would be 
showing a greater love for God by obeying the 
Church law which states that we may receive the 
Eucharist only once each day, except under unusual 
circumstances. 


By denying yourself the privilege of receiving Our 
Lord more than once each day you would be com- 
mitting an act of love for the virtues of obedience 
and humility which may save you from a greater 
error of becoming proud and “puffed up” in the 
manner in which you practice your faith. 


There are two Scripture passages that may help 
in meditating upon this and in which Our Lord can 
speak directly to your heart and mind. They are 
Romans 13: 8-10, “Love is the fulfillment of the law,” 
and Matthew 6: 1-15 which deals with the practice 
of religion. 


Love and zeal 


If your love and zeal for Jesus Christ, Our Lord, . 


is calling you to attend more than one Mass a day, 
then it would seem that there surely would be a per- 
sonal spiritual communion going on with you and 
Our Lord. How really beautiful that must be!! 


When I have already received the Eucharist at an 
earlier Mass and am attending another one later in 
the day, my experience has taught me to place 
myself in the presence of God in a spiritual way 
at the point of the Mass when we are to receive 
Christ in the Eucharist. 


The Lord’s presence can be experienced just as 
beautifully this way as when receiving him physi- 
cally. It introduces and makes you more aware of 
the third person of the Trinity, the Holy Spirit, who 
many are not aware of, nor can hear because of the 
many concerns of the world around them. 
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Great inner peace 


On occasion the Lord has blessed me with a great 
inner peace and joy and,everyone should have that 
experience at least once in their life... it is too 
beautiful not to share with others. Also, this prac- 
tice has helped me to develop a more positive way 
of thinking and a more practical love and respect 
for the others who are present and celebrating the 
Mass with me. 


It has helped me to realize that people who do 
not go to Communion may have very good reasons 
other than because they are in mortal sin or doing 
penance, and that whatever the reason might be, it 
is really not any business of mine, but rather is 
strictly between God and the individual. 


I have no right to think one way or the other about 
why someone was going to Communion or not. We 
are both there out of love for God, we are both there 
to give him thanks and praise, but the manner and 
depth of our participation in the liturgy is a very 
individual and personal thing. 


This manner of thinking has helped free me from 
worrying about what others are doing around me 
or what others might be thinking about what I was 
doing. This has in turn helped me become more 
deeply involved with Our Lord during Mass and, sur- 


prisingly enough, increase my love and patience for 
those around me who might make it particularly dif- 
ficult to concentrate. 


God is so good 


God certainly gives his grace through the sacra- 
ments, but he gives it also in a spiritual, meditative, 
contemplative way which can happen at any time 
of the night or day, as well as at the high point of 
the Mass. I pray that more people will realize this 
and make him a part of their everyday lives. God 
is so good! 


If one is really concerned about what others may 
think and about setting examples, and is regularly 
attending more than one Mass a day, a solution to 
the problem which comes to my mind is that one 
could possibly plan to physically receive the Body 
of Christ in the Eucharist at a different time each

Editorial 


God locked out 


The one institution in the United States most 
legally protected from religious influence of 
any kind is the public school. 

Mention God on the premises and the force of 
law impounds your action. Try to recognize 
a Christian festivity and you find paganistic 
pseudonyms disguising Christmas, Easter 
and the like. 

It is a long fall from the high ideals of our found- 
ing fathers. They put their trust in God and 
his providence to guide what has become the 
most advanced nation in the world: 

Yet our public school children spend most of 
their waking hours in an atmosphere her- 
metically sealed from all Christian influence. 


This situation clearly shows three things: It is 
more important than ever to retain private 
Catholic schools with their freedom to wit- 
ness for Christ in lesson and life style. 

Secondly, we must campaign to restore acknow- 
ledgement of God and his work in the public 
schools. 


Finally, we must show constantly by our actions 
that we can and do witness to Christ in a sec- 
ular world. Children being deprived of that 
witness may then at least perceive it outside 
the school gates.

“All who are led by the Spirit of God are sons of 
God.” (Romans 8:14) Jesus was led by the Spirit of 
God. The Spirit initiated his conception (Luke 1:35), 
descended upon him in baptism (Luke 3:22), led him 
out to the desert (Luke 4:1) and strengthened him for 
his ministry (Luke 4:21). To be a Christian, therefore, 
is to be guided by the same Spirit who directed the 
steps of Christ. 

Our Lord describes initiation into the Christian life 
in terms of the activity of the Holy Spirit: “Flesh 
begets flesh, Spirit begets spirit. Do not be surprised 
that I tell you you must all be begotten from above. 
The wind blows where it will. You hear the sound 
it makes but you do not know where it comes from, 
or where it goes. So it is with everyone begotten of 
the Spirit.” (John 3:6+) 

But to be able to distinguish between the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit which leads us in the way of Christ 
and all the conflicting impulses and demands which 
lead nowhere takes a great deal of discernment. While 
in the desert Christ has to do some careful discerning 
(Luke 4:1-12). Having made the proper choices, “Jesus 
returned in the power of the Spirit to Galilee.” (Luke 
4:13) 

This guidance from the Spirit is so important that 
St. Paul asks that we “do not stifle the Spirit. Do not 
despise prophecies.”

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Sensation, emotion 
needed in religion

Jesus 
talked of love. Jesus wept 
over Jerusalem. 


And the apostles, after 
Pentecost, were so filled 
with excitement that 
people thought they were 
drunk. 


In two years of Catholic 
Pentecostal involvement in 
Southern California I never 
have seen anything to com- 
pare with that. 


I have witnessed, in a 
very few individual 
instances, some exagger- 
ated enthusiasm, but usu- 
ally the-offender was a non- 
Catholic visitor, who was to 
be excused because of his 
own culture, but who, 
nevertheless, was promptly 
checked.

day, and receive him spiritually at all the other 


Masses — that is, planahead and rotate the time 
of day for receiving Communion. 


Your very presence at Mass can be a sign of your 
love for God, and if Communion is not possible, the 
manner and attitude in which you praise and thank 
God can certainly be a glorification of God. 


Until the authority of the Church, by the prompt- 
ing of the Holy Spirit, changes the law, it is my con- 
viction that we should obey it, and I truly believe 
there is some real value in this particular law as 
it stands. 


Just one final thought. If God is prompting one 
to attend Mass that often, perhaps there is some spe- 
cial reason for you as an individual, or maybe what 
he is trying to say to you is written in Matthew 25:31- 
46, where we are also asked to follow Christ’s second 
commandment — that of loving one another. 


It is possible that he is asking you to spend more 
time doing for others — feeding the hungry, clothing 
the naked, visiting the sick and imprisoned, etc. 
Praise him and thank him at one Mass and spend 
the rest of the day doing for others. 


May God continue to bless you in your work.

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OKLAHOMA CITY — In an unusual twist 
of _ fate, Cardinal-designate Luigi 
Raimondi, Apostolic Delegate in the U.S., 
installed Archbishop John R. Quinn as the 
first Ordinary of the new Oklahoma City 
archdiocese. 

It was almost the final official act of the 
departing apostolic delegate, recently 
named cardinal by Pope Paul. 

Five years before, in 1967, his first offi- 
cial ceremony in connection with a bishop 
was to ordain Bishop Quinn as Auxiliary 
for the San Diego diocese in that city’s St. 
Joseph’s Cathedral. 


CALIFORNIA-BORN, Archbishop Quinn 
served in San Diego until installed Bishop 
of Oklahoma City-Tulsa Jan. 5, 1972. When 
that statewide diocese was elevated to an 
ecclesiastical province, he was appointed 
Archbishop of Oklahoma City, with Bishop 
Bernard J. Ganter, Ordinary of the Tulsa 


Archbishop Quinn together again 


Archbishop Quinn’s installation in Our 
Lady of Perpetual Help Cathedral was 
attended by Bishop Leo T. Maher and a 
group of priests from the San Diego dio- 
cese. Among them was Msgr. Peter Lynch, 
pastor of St. Francis de Sales church, 
Riverside, who had baptized the future 
archbishop and given him first Holy Com- 
munion. 


The installation opened with a long 
procession of archbishops, bishops, 
abbots and priests, as well as representa- 
tives from other denominations. Sung dur- 
ing the procession was the hymn, “The 
Church’s One Foundation.” 


Youngest archbishop in the country at 
43, Archbishop Quinn was born in 1929, 
son of the late Ralph Quinn and Elizabeth 
Quinn of Riverside. He was educated at St. 
Francis Seminary of the San Diego dio- 
cese, and in Rome and was ordained in

Splendor of installation could not 
outshine one gentle, loving smile

SHE WAS standing there 
quietly, unobtrusively, as I 
hurried into the Oklahoma 
City motel to meet Msgr. 
John Portman and catch a 
cab to the airport. 

There was a gentle smile 
on her lips, a serenity of 
countenance that bespeaks 
wisdom, and an amused 
twinkle in her eye as 
priests, bishops and 
archbishops scurried this 
way and that. 

It was obvious that she 
was a woman who had gone 
through the lean years of 
the Depression — a woman 
who had devotedly raised a 
family and sacrificed for 
them. Plainly she was one 
who has loved deeply and 
with full commitment. 


PINNED TO HER lapel 
was a corsage of yellow 
roses — which Archbishop 
Francis Furey was quick to 
note, referring to the yellow 
roses of Texas. It was clear 


‘she was pleased but not 


overwhelmed by the majes- 
tic ceremony of Archbishop 


Quinn’s installation. After 
all, she knew him from way 
back: she is his mother. 


And like her, all of us 
from San Diego were proud 
of “the local boy who made 
good.” Heading the local 
contingent were Bishop 
Leo T. Maher and Msgr. I.B. 
Eagen. 

A particularly dist- 
inguished pilgrim was 
Msgr. Peter Lynch of River- 
side who baptized the 
future bishop and gave him 
first Communion. 
Archbishop Furey’s men- 
tion of this was both touch- 
ing and appropriate. 


FORTY-THREE _ bishops 
and abbots processed into 
the cathedral with the 
archbishop, and well over 
150 priests and monsignors 
joined in the concelebrated 
Mass, presided over by 
Cardinal-designate Luigi 
Raimondi. 


In his homily the cardi- 
nal expounded upon the 
concept of the Church as a 
mystery which can never 
fully be understood. 


In turn, Archbishop 


Quinn spoke of the apos- 
tolic tradition which has 
come down faithfully to our 
present day, and cited the 
magnificent testimony of St. 
Ignatius of Antioch in this 
regard. 


PRIOR TO THE historic 
moment of the creation of 
the Archdiocese of 
Oklahoma City, we were 
warmly met — despite the 
low temperature by 
priests of the area and 
whisked off to our motel. 
The “Okies” outdid them- 
selves in generosity and 
hospitality. It did not take 
mental telepathy to realize 
their devotion to their 
archbishop. 


Yes, there were the TV 
cameras, the brilliant robes 
of the bishops and abbots, 
the red of the monsignors — 
“the dudes in maroon,” as 


“one altar boy irreverently 


put it — and the habits of 
the various religious orders 
and congregations. 


But no one could detract 
from the simple splendor of 
that one beautiful lady with 
the corsage of yellow roses.

Then the Pope and cardi- 
nals will join the new pre- 
lates in the Hall of Audi- 
ences where they will 


receive their documents of 


nomination from Cardinal 
Jon Villot, papal secretary 
of state. 


THE PONTIFF will pre- 
sent the red biretta to the 


new cardinals and assign a 
Rome titular church to ' 


each. 


No mention was made of 
the conferral of the tradi- 
tional red hat but aides said 
the cardinals’ symbols of 
office would be delivered to 
their Rome residences. 


Later that afternoon Pope 
Paul will concelebrate 
Mass in St. Peter’s Basilica 
with the 30 new cardinals.

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As women will. . .

Who is the victim? 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about ... violence and the way it has 
become an accepted factor of modern 
life, constant, inescapable and appar- 
ently increasing alarmingly. 


Newspapers, radio and television 
news reports daily chronicle the 
course of violence in our society and 
we have come to expect it as a steady 
diet. According to the Division of 
Film and Broadcasting of the United 
States Catholic Conference, the pat- 
tern of violence in last year’s most 
successful movies is acute enough to 
merit some kind of counter-action. 


But the public, it seems, is so 
inured to the presentation of violence 
that even its prevalence in entertain- 
ment programs directed at children

in protest. 


TRUE, IT IS unrealistic to ignore 
what patently exists, and the media 
does have the public responsibility of 
recognizing and commenting on the 
facts. But too often there is merely the 
bald, detached report of the violent 
explosion of some situation, or a sym- 
pathetic treatment of violence as a 
solution — often the only. solution — 
to personal or community problems. 


With one possible exception — the 
current television series “Kung Fu” 
— the media, far from offering alter- 
natives to violence in its many forms, 
tends to denigrate their effectiveness. 


The non-judgmental refusal to 
fight, the wise, patient, turning of the 
other cheek, have no place in tradi- 


tional American philosophy. We pay: 


bullies in their own coin and “prove” 


-manhood by defeating other men, 


preferably violently. 


GOOD MAY triumph over evil, but 
it does so with weapons of evil. When 
the villain lies writhing with a bullet 
in his entrails, who is the victim? Vic- 
tory lies in the dust with him, not with

In our homes, on the street, in 
educational and entertainment cen- 
ters, we are threatened by violence of 
thought and action. There is a real 
need for positive resistance, for a 
definite refusal to accept it as any 
answer at all. 


When sociologists define violence 
as an eruption of anger and frustra- 
tion, an exorcism of poor self-esteem 
or a desire to avenge oneself against 
an oppressive or limiting system, they 
are offering an explanation, not an 
excuse. 


WRITING ON THE “liberation” of 
persons, Rosemary Reuther, author 
and lecturer, says, “Through anger 
and pride, the oppressed community 
receives the power to transcend self- 
hatred and recover a sense of integral 
personhood.” 


True, again, but when the expres- 
sion of this anger precipitates an out- 
burst of crime, anti-social activity, 
and more specifically, murder, surely 
self-hatred is exacerbated and the 
urge to destruction reinforced? 
Anger, violence and self-hatred are 
self-perpetuating. 


What is desperately needed is a 


. philosophy of life which points to the 


dignity of self-discipline as a means 
to self-determination; of compassion 
as a source of self-realization; of for- 
giveness as a course to self-reliance; 
of gentleness as a proof of strength. 


PERHAPS THERE is a gleam of 
hope in the emergence of “Kung Fu” 
from the jungle of godfathers, gun- 
smoke, explicit sex and “All in the 
Family” — each in their own sphere 
of violence. 


Perhaps the current over-exposure 
may, after all, stimulate a longing for 
dignity and the wisdom of the 
ancients or the gentle virtues of the ° 
Christian way of life.

Talking Point 


— Anti-abortion forces rally 
to get constitutional amendment 


IN THE WAKE of the recent U.S. Supreme 
Court 7 to 2 ruling that struck down restrictive 
abortion laws in 46 states, pro-life forces have 
launched a counter-thrust aimed at amending 
the U.S. Constitution and establishing legal 
protection for the unborn. 

Anti-abortion advocates are drawing paral- 
lels between the current situation and that sur- 
rounding the famed Dred Scott decision in 
1857, wherein blacks were refused the status 
of persons. That pre-Civil War decision eventu- 
ally caused the adoption of the 14th Amend- 
ment. 

At atime when the latest Gallup Poll shows 
46 per cent of Americans in favor of legalized 
abortions, 45 per cent opposed, and nine per 
cent undecided, the Supreme Court ruling has 


served to place the abortion question in sharp . 


perspective. ; : 


- FOR THOSE FAVORING liberalized abor- 
tion, the next step is the further easing of 
restrictions by law or the abrogation of all 
legal sanctions against abortion, making it sim- 
ply a medical question. 


For anti-abortion advocates, future action 
seems equally clear-cut — a constitutional 
amendment. 

Thomas Dillon, a Jamaica, N.Y., attorney 
who is chairman of the N.Y. state Right to Life 
legal committee, said the amendment proposal 
is “the only route we can now follow with any 
degree of feasibility.” In line with that, his 
organization has begun distributing nation- 
wide a “petition for redress of grievances” 
aimed at an amendment. 


REP. LAWRENCE J. Hogan (R.-Md.) has 
already drafted and proposed such an amend- 
ment designed to overturn the high court’s 
decision. The proposal is expected to attract 
a large number of sponsors and opponents. | 


In that proposal, Hogan calls for protection 
of life from the moment of conception. Sen. 
James Buckley (C.-R., N.Y.) also vowed to sub- 
mit an amendment proposal in the Senate. 


At the same time, another legislator, Rep. 
Bella Abzug (D.-N.Y.) told a conference called 
by the National Association for the Repeal of 
Abortion Laws that she will work to get a bill 
passed that would go further than the recent 
Supreme Court rulings. 


AS THINGS STAND now, pro-abortion 
groups like Planned Parenthood-World Popu- 
lation and Zero Population Growth (ZPG) 
estimate that 1.6 million American women will 
seek abortions in the next year. Workshops and 
seminars are being set up to instruct physi- 
cians and others on how to establish abortion 
clinics. 

Catholic Church leadership, labeled by most 
pro-abortion groups as the leading anti- 
abortion force, has denounced in strongest 
terms possible the high court’s ruling. 


More than 65 Catholic scholars — and the list 
may still be growing — joined in a challenge 
to the Supreme Court’s contention that the 


unborn fetus is not a-“person.”’ Among the sign- 


ers were many of U.S. Catholicism’s leading 
men and women theologians. 


ALTHOUGH EVERY U.S. Catholic bishop 
has been critical of the Supreme Court’s deci- 
sion, and at least one reminded that willful 
abortion is punishable by excommunication, 
the most vocal response to the court ruling is 
coming mainly from among the laity of various 
religious persuasions. 

In Los Angeles, a national anti-abortion 
group is seeking 10-million signatures on a pro- 
life constitutional amendment to invalidate 
the Supreme Court’s decision. National chair- 
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The Rev. Samuel Jeanes, pastor of First Bap- 
tist church, Merchantville, N.J., and chairman 
of the N.J. Right to Life Committee, took the 
view that the Supreme Court decision simply 
reflects a general “disrespect for life which is 
already too evident in America.” 

Metropolitan Ireney, Primate of the 
Orthodox Church in America, has called on 
President Nixon to initiate constitutional 
procedures that would serve to reverse the 
high court’s ruling. He charged that the court 
decision “clearly violates the divine law 
revealed to us in the Holy Scriptures and in 
the holy tradition of our Church.” 


LIKEWISE, Archbishop Iakovos, Primate of 
the Greek Orthodox Archdiocese of North and 
South America, scored the Supreme Court 
decision, stating that “human life should be 
viewed in the light of its divinity and not in 
the shadow of its economic, sexual and social 
considerations.” 


Mormon leaders in Salt Lake City said abor- 
tion “must be considered one of the most 
revolting and sinful practices of the day, when 
we are witnessing the frightening evidence of 
permissiveness leading to sexual immorality.” 


The statement, released by the First Presi- 
dency of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints, warned that members of the 
Church who are a party “to the sin of abortion

MOST RIGHT-TO-LIFE groups operating 
around the country — and their number is 
rapidly growing — vehemently deny that the 
Catholic Church has the paramount role to 
play in the forthcoming fray over abortion. 


The Rev. Lester Messerschmidt, pastor of St. 
Luke’s Lutheran church, Dix Hills, N.Y., and 
chairman of the Interfaith Committee of N.Y. 
state Right to Life, said he was thankful that 
the Catholic Church is strongly opposed to 
abortion. But he added that “people of all 
religions” are opposed to abortion — 
“Catholic, Orthodox, Protestant and Jew.” 


Citing North Dakota as a case in point, he 
observed that the statewide referendum on 
abortion last Nov. 11 soundly defeated 
attempts to change the state’s abortion law 
which allows for termination of pregnancy 
only when the mother’s life is endangered. 


NORTH DAKOTA, where Catholics number 
about one-fourth of the population, recorded 
a 78 per cent vote against abortion.

WHILE THE various branches of American 
Judaism are split on the question of abortion, 
Rabbi Fabian Schonfeld, first vice-president 
of the Orthodox Rabbinical Council of 
America, said that Orthodox Jews “must .

agree with its wisdom.” 


“As religious leaders,” he added, “‘ we must 
continue to teach the moral imperatives and* 
the religious dictates which frown upon taking 
the life of a fetus even during this early 
period.” 


Indicative of the divergent views within 
Protestantism was the rejection of the decision 
by Dr. Albert Outler of Southern Methodist 
University and Dr. J. Robert Nelson, dean of 
Boston University Theological School.

Question: 

I write concerning devotions to the 
Saint Sacred Letter of Christ. I 

_ recently received a copy of this letter, 
with its devotions and past history 
and was wondering if there is a sanc- 
tion for such a devotion by Catholic 
authorities or not. I would also like 
to know what devotions are approved, 
their histories and position in the 
changing face of the Catholic Church 
today. 


The reader was kind enough to send infor- 
mation about the “letter” which was “found 
in the Holy Sepulchre...” and written “by 
the Lord himself’ who recounts that during 
his passion “the armed soldiers were 150; 
those who trailed me bounded were 23. The 
executioners of justice were 83; the blows 
received on my head were 150, and my 
stomach 108...” and so forth. 


One hesitates to make disparaging . 


remarks about the “letter,” since we are 
informed that “those people who brawl 
against my religion and cast their slander 
on this sacred letter shall be foresaken by 
me.” I'll take the risk. 


If, in the light of the Gospels, a person 
seeks or believes in, this sort of nonsense, 
his greatest need is a good short course in 
his faith — or possibly psychological 
counseling. 


Chain letters, gnostic revelations and 
pious incantations are diametrically 
opposed to everything that Christianity 
stands for. In fact, this sort of thing borders 
on demonic superstition. 

Any private devotion is acceptable within 
the Church, provided that it neither con- 
tradicts the tradition of the Church nor vio- 
lates the dignity of human reason. : 


Question: 
I read that there are courses given in 


liturgical dancing. Has dancing in 
church been approved? 


While there is ample precedent in the 
Book of Psalms concerning liturgical dance, 
no general directives have been issued in 
recent years about the question or possibil- 
ity of this. I have been informed, however, 
that the Bishop of Phoenix has disapproved 
this and that the classes have been discon- 
tinued. 

However, at the Eucharistic congress this 
month in Australia, I understand there is 
to be a specially approved dance. (Story 
page 12) 

In our own diocese, on at least one occa- 
sion, a liturgical dance was permitted, pro- 
vided that it took place before or after Mass 
— not during the liturgical celebration 
itself. At the present time it is only right that 
the bishop and the liturgical commission be 
consulted about this. This is not just a mat- 
ter of legalism, for the bishop is the liturgist 
in his diocese, and is responsible for the

Eucharistic Congress to get first 


look at aboriginal liturgical dance 


MELBOURNE — What 
may be the strangest liturgy 
in the Catholic Church was 
approved by the Vatican for 
Australia’s aborigines. It 
will be publicly initiated 
during the 40th Interna- 
tional Eucharistic Congress 
here. 


A feature is the substitu- 
tion ofa ritual dance for the 
spoken Word of God, 
according to Father Hilton 
Deakin of Melbourne. 


A specialist in anthro- 
pology, he was commis- 
sioned by Cardinal-desig- 
nate James R. Knox to work 
on the aboriginal Mass. 

THE ‘LITURGY,  de- 
scribed as one of “unique 
color and interest,” is based 
on what Pope _ Paul 
emphasized during a 1970 
visit to Sydney, that the pre- 


servation of relevant 
aboriginal culture is impor- 
tant. 


It will be held at the Sid- 
ney Meyer Music Bowl Feb. 
24 as part of the congress. 
However, some missionary 
priests have already experi- 


’ mented with it using unique 


forms of aboriginal culture. 


In describing ways in 
which the aboriginal cul- 
ture was adapted, Father 
Deakin noted that the sec- 
ond eucharistic prayer of 
the Mass was translated 
into one aboriginal dialect 
and various aboriginal ritu- 
als have been incorporated 
into other. eucharistic 
prayers. 


“WESTERN and Hebraic 
culture forms in _ the 
Eucharist with which we 
are familiar have always 


proved a difficulty in other 
cultural surroundings,” he 
said. 


“This was the case... 
within the aboriginal soci- 
ety where a more radical 
approach was needed.” 


He said that after consul- 
tation with anthropologists, 


linguists and liturgists, the @. L@ as 


aboriginal liturgy was 
developed as an “attempt to 
express the eucharistic act 
in the cultural and thought 
patterns of the aboriginal 
peoples.” 


FATHER Deakin who was 
commissioned to explore 
ways the aborigines could 
make a special contribu- 
tion to the congress, said 
the “most important” area 
was the liturgy.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
Two experts on nonpublic 
school education said here 
that federal income tax cre- 
dit legislation, if passed by 
the 93rd Congress, will 
stabilize Catholic schools 
and that programs to aid 
the poor not covered by the 
tax plan will continue. 


Father Frank Bredeweg, 
director of the National 
Catholic Educational 
Association’s special pro- 
jects department, stated 
that according to NCEA 
statistics the federal tax 
credit plan now proposed 
could trigger a financial 
restructuring of Catholic 
schools and bring “sig- 
nificant relief’ to parents 
of nonpublic school chil- 
dren. 


Robert Lynch, executive 
director of Parents for Non- 
public School Education, 
denied any intention in the 
tax credit effort to 
minimize the plight of the 
poor or to impose a uniform 
tuition system that would 
“strangle” low income 
families. 


THE TWO MEN offered 
their views in the February 
Momentum, the NCEA 
quarterly published here. 


Father Bredeweg said the 
bill likely to be proposed to 
Congress, which would al- 
low a federal income tax 
credit of 50 per cent of the 
tuition paid up to $400, 
should alleviate the burden 
of parents and bring a stabi- 
lizing influence to Catholic 
schools.

Catholic schools make up 
the bulk of the nonpublic 
school sector. 


THE PRIEST predicted 
that elementary schools 
and parishes will move 
toward adopting a ‘shared 
package” made 
possible by tax credits. 


While urging that federal 
tax credit legislation be 
passed, Father Bredeweg 
warned that tax credits are 
only part of the answer. 


“It would then be the 
responsibility of the par- 
ticular educational com- 
munity to combine all of its 
available resources in such 
a way as to operate a school 
successfully.” 


LYNCH, IN answering 
critics who contend the 
poor are not aided, said the 
inclusion of a refundable 
feature in the current pro- 
posal to provide payment to 
poor families who incur no 
tax obligation is thought to 
be unconstitutional.

He then said that the pre- 
sent code of ecclesiastical 
law “has made the demands 
of mercy and of humanity 
its own, with a view toward 
obtaining less severe and 
more comprehensive jus- 
tice.” 


AT THE SAME time, he 
added, the law specifies 
that obtaining equity is its 
primary aim. 


The Pope stressed that 
the pastoral function of 
canon law requires that 
judges be open themselves 
to renewal in the pastoral 
sense. 


He then warned the 
judges that the justice they 
administer as canonical 
equity “be more agile, more 
sweet, more serene...” 


Pope Paul said canon law 
is always distinguished 
from “pure positive law” 
because it takes circum- 
stances into account, 
involves Christian values 
and a “more strongly pas- 
toral significance.”
